from the foreign loan/credit funds of the Government 
by means of demand drafts drawn in favour of the 
Accountant General, Central Revenues, New Delhi on 
the State Bank of India, New Delhi in cases where 
such rupee deposits are required to be made in arrears 

i.e. after payments to foreign suppliers have been 
made on their behalf. Such demand drafts are sent 
by the importers/their bankers direct to the Account- 
ant General, Central Revenues under advice to the 
Economic Aid Accounts Branch of the Department of 
Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, New Delhi.
